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Regional Distribution of Imports and 


Exports in Third Quarter 1946 


HE table on page 1702 summarizes into areas 
the figures for United Kingdom trade with 


each country in the third quarter of 1946, 
published last week in the October Trade Accounts. 
Similar figures for the first and second quarters and 
for 1938 are also shown for comparative purposes. 

The chart on page 1703 shows the movement over 
the past five quarters in the value of United Kingdom 
exports to each continent. ; 


Though movements in declared values from 
quarter to quarter at a time when prices are not 
changing rapidly may represent roughly similar 
changes in the quantities of goods imported or 
exported, this does not apply when comparisons 
are made over a long period. Average values of 
imports as a whole had risen by 109 per cent. in the 
third quarter of 1946 compared with 1938, while 
for exports the increase was 96 per cent. These 
increases cannot of course be applied to individual 
areas, but they give a general idea of the magnitude 
of the adjustments necessary when trying to make 
comparisons with 1938 on a quantitative basis. 

The rise of £21 million in exports of United 
Kingdom goods compared with the second quarter 
of 1946 was well spread, all the areas shown in the 
Increased table showing some expansion. For 
Exports to all British countries there was a rather 
Areas greater rise (124 per cent.) than for 
foreign countries (7 per cent.). Exports to British 
countries and to foreign countries last quarter were 
each roughly double their 1938 value. 

Exports to France and Northern Europe, rose by 
less than £1 million to the highest in value for more 
than 25 years ; but substantial changes were recorded 
for a number of countries, partly as a result of 
special shipments. Exports to France, for example, 
Were abnormally high in the second quarter due to 
§pecial exports of sugar and vehicles, and there was a 
fall of £34 million last quarter ; exports to Germany, 
on the other hand, rose by £24 million in the third 


quarter owing to special shipments of barley and 
biscuits. Exports to Denmark and Norway have 
been rapidly rising since the end of the war and the 
increase last quarter was over £2 million for Denmark 
and £14 million for Norway. There was a reduction 
of £2 million for the Soviet Union to only £0°6 million, 
a similar figure to that in the first quarter. 

Exports to other European countries increased by 
£24 million as a result mainly of shipments by 
U.N.R.R.A. to Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia and 
Greece. 

Exports to Africa rose by £4 million, there being 
substantial increases for the Union of South Africa 
(£2°6 million), British West Africa (£1°2 million) 
and British East Africa (£0°9 million). The only 
significant reduction was £0°9 million for Egypt. 

There was a rise of £2 million in exports to India 
and Western Asia, India, which takes over half the 
total, showing a similar rise. A substantial increase 
Large in exports to Ceylon was balanced 
Rise for by a similar fall for Syria. There 
Far East were small declines in exports to 
Palestine, Aden and Iran. Exports to the Far 
East rose by £4 million and were almost half as much 
again as in the second quarter ; while most countries 
showed some increase the total was essentially divided 
between Burma, British Malaya, French Indo-China 
and China. 

Exports to Oceania were higher by £1°3 million, 
exports to New Zealand rising by a similar figure, 
while those to Australia were unchanged. There 
was likewise no change in exports to the United 
States but Canada took £1 million more than in the 
previous quarter and caused a similar rise in exports 
to North America. Exports to Central America and 
the West Indies rose by £14 million, the increase 
being very general. 

The rise in exports to South America continued, 
last quarter’s figure being over £3 million more than 
in the previous quarter and three times that of a 
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year ago. The increase last quarter was largely shared 
between the Argentine (£2 million) and Brazil (£1 million). 

British and Foreign markets each took about 50 per 
cent. of our exports last quarter as in 1938. India and 
Western Asia took a much larger share of our exports last 
quarter than they did in 1938, but Oceania and North 
America took substantially less. 

The following table shows the principal markets for our 
exports last quarter, compared with the preceding quarter 
and with 1938 :—

India continues to be our principal export market with 
the Union of South Africa second. With the marked rise 
in exports to Denmark, this country now becomes our third 
most important market, having been tenth in 1938, and 
displacing Australia to fourth place. France has fallen 
from fifth on the list in the second quarter (owing to special 
exports) to tenth in the last quarter, about its pre-war 
position. For the first time since the war Germany appears 
amongst our twelve most important markets owing to the 
special exports mentioned above. 


Imports 


The rise of £12 million in total imports in the third 
quarter of 1946 compared with the preceding three months 
was entirely due to larger supplies from foreign countries, 
these increasing by £15 million (one-tenth) to the highest 
for over a year; imports from British countries, though 
lower by £3 million, were otherwise the highest since 1944. 
Compared with 1938, imports from British countries were 
higher in value by two-thirds, though smaller in volume ; 
imports from foreign countries were one-quarter higher in 
value, but by volume were probably no more than two- 
thirds the pre-war average, mainly owing to the great 
reduction in imports from Europe. 

Imports from France and Northern Europe, after being 
substantially unchanged over the past year, rose last 
quarter by £17 million (46 per cent.) to the highest value 
total since the first quarter of 1940. Increases were general 
and to a considerable extent seasonal, notably £4 million 
for the Channel Islands (tomatoes), £3 million for the 
Netherlands (bulbs and grapes), and £3 million for Sweden 
and £2 million for Finland (timber); the rise of £2 million 
for Belgium does not appear to be seasonal. The increase 
of £3-1 million (one-third) in imports from other European 
countries was also essentially seasonal; imports from 
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Italy rose by £4 million owing mainly to imports of grapes, 
peaches and pears; and there were no imports of Spanish 
oranges. 


Total imports from Africa were practically unchanged; 
an increase of £1 million for Southern Rhodesia—due to 
the commencement of shipments of the 1946 tobacco 
crop—was offset by a reduction of the same amount in 
imports of diamonds (mainly industrial) from the Belgian 
Congo. There was a reduction of £3 million (one-tenth) 
in imports from India and Western Asia to the lowest 
total for a yeer, largely as a result of reduced shipments of 
refined petroleum from Iran, these falling by £24 million 
to the smallest this year. A further increase (£4 million) 
in shipments of rubber from Malaya was the main cause of 
the rise of £54 million in imports from other countries in 
Asia, though there was also a rise of almost £1 million in 
imports from China. 


Imports from Oceania fell by £5 million (12 per cent.) 
from the abnormally high figure recorded for the second 
quarter, but they were otherwise the highest for six years, 
The reduction was entirely in imports from New Zealand, 
these falling by £104 million, essentially as a result of greatly 
reduced supplies of meat, butter and cheese. There was 
an offsetting rise (£6 million) in imports from Australia 
(largely wool and butter). As a result of these movements, 
Australia displaced New Zealand last quarter as our third 
largest source of supply, after the United States and 
Canada. 


The reduction of £104 million (one-tenth) in imports 
from North America was shared by both Canada and the 
United States. The reduction for Canada (£5} million) 
was more than accounted for by reduced shipments of 
wheat (£74 million) and meat (£14 million); there was a 
compensating increase for aluminium (£44 million)—this 
being the first substantial import since the end of 1944, 
Imports from the United States were lower by £63 million, 
the principal declines being £9 million for tobacco— 
imports last quarter being seasonally low—and £53 million 
for meat, but dairy produce rose by £6} million. 


Imports from Central America and West Indies, though 
lower than in the preceding quarter by £14 million, were 
otherwise the highest by value for five years. Imports 
of sugar from St. Domingo fell by £3 million, but refined 
petroleum from the Dutch West Indies rose by £2 million. 
There was a rise of £74 million (one-quarter) in imports 
from South America to the second highest since 1938. 
The bulk of the increase (£6 million) was in imports from 
the Argentine; imports of meat rose by £9 million, but 
there was a reduction of £2 million for vegetable oils. 
An increase of £2 million in imports of copper from Chile 
was balanced by a reduction of the same amount in imports 
of whale oil from British whale fisheries. 


Compared with 1938, Europe was the only continent 
from which imports were less, by value, than the 1938 
average. The greatest proportionate increase was for 
Central America and West Indies, imports last quarter 
being two and a half times the 1938 value. Imports from 
Africa and from South America were each rather more 
than double the pre-war values, and this may imply 4 
volume of imports of the same order of magnitude as in 
1938. Imports from North America were not quite double 
the 1938 value. For the remaining areas, the increases in 
total values ranged from one-tenth for the Far East to 
one-third for India and Western Asia.

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Decoration of Utility 
Furniture 


HE Board of Trade have observed a growing tendency 

among retailers to ‘‘embellish”’ utility furniture 

before selling it to permit holders. The ‘‘ embellish- 
ment ’’ takes various forms, including carving, re-polishing, 
the addition of mirrors, carved beading or motifs, and so on. 
In some cases the shape of the furniture has been entirely 
altered ; for example, a flat-topped dressing chest has been 
converted into a dressing table with a sunk well in the 
centre. 

The Board of Trade warn retailers that ‘‘ embellishing ”’ 
utility furniture may constitute a process amounting to 
production, conversion or re-construction, which is pro- 
hibited, except under licence, by the Furniture (Control of 
Manufacture and Supply) (Consolidation) Order, 1946, 
contravention of which renders the retailer liable to pro- 
secution. 

A retailer may also be liable to prosecution for contra- 
vening the Utility Furniture (Maximum Prices and Charges) 
Order, 1944, if he sells or offers for sale ‘‘ embellished ”’ 
utility furniture at a total price in excess of the maximum 
price of that furniture fixed by that Order. 

In such a case, the mere fact that one transaction is 
given the appearance of two transactions (e.g., by the issue 
of two invoices—one for the sale of the furniture and the 
othér for the cost of embellishment) will not be regarded by 
the Board as a sufficient reason for not taking action. 





Shipping Casualty Returns 


The Liverpool Underwriters’ Association has issued the 
following classified Return of Casualties to motor and steam 
vessels of 500 tons gross register and upwards which have 
been posted in the Loss Book during the month ended 
October 31, 1946. These returns are compared with 
similar periods for the years 1944-1945. 

In October 1946 ten losses of motor and steam vessels 
were shown. These amounted to a gross tonnage of 18,445, 
of which four were British, amounting to 5,997 tons, and 
two American, amounting to 8,449 tons. 

In October 1945 there were 16 losses totalling 45,506 tons. 
Of these six were British (25,155 tons) and four American 
(16,291 tons). 

The October 1944 figures were five of 20,842 tons. 


Supplementary Industrial 
oupons 


HE Board of Trade announce that the Industrial Ten 

supplement for 1946/7 will be issued on and after 

December 2 by local offices of the Ministry of Labour 
and National Service, where full particulars will be 
supplied. 

The list of qualifying occupations covers the same wide 
range of manual workers in industry and agriculture as 
before, with the addition of hairdressers and medicinal 
dispensers (who were admitted on June 17 last), and of 
workers employed in clothing factories where the machinery 
is not driven by power and where less than ten workpeople 
are employed. 

No changes have been made in the arrangements for 
obtaining the coupons. Employers should apply to local 
Ministry of Labour offices on behalf of their workers and 
self-employed workers should apply on their own behalf. 





Licence for Hand-knitting Yarn 


The Board of Trade have made a General Licence* which 
permits traders who are not manufacturers of hand- 
knitting yarn to supply hand-knitting yarn which weighs 
more than 1 oz. per 100 yards coupon free for a limited 
period ending on February 28, 1947. This will enable 
traders to clear their stocks of certain ‘‘ mixture ’’ yarns.

Import of Caviare 


The Board of Trade announced on October 30 that they 
had granted an Open General Licence for the import of 
fish and fish products packed in any tin, jar or other 
airtight container consigned from any country, certain 
kinds of fish and fish products being excepted. They have 
now amended the Open General Licence by adding caviare 
to the excepted items with effect from December 1, 1946. 
(Notice to Importers No. 221.) 

Import Licences are, therefore, required for the import 
of caviare from any country as from that date. 
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National Production

The vacancy in the T.U.C. representation is due to the 
resignation of Lord Citrine on appointment to the National 
Coal Board.

Members are appointed by the President of the Board of 
Trade from nominations submitted by the British Employers 
Confederation, Federation of British Industries and the 
Trades Union Congress of persons regarded as suitable to 
represent the views of both sides of industry on industrial 
problems. 

The terms of reference of the Council are : 

** To advise Ministers upon industrial conditions and 
general production questions (excluding matters which 
are normally handled by the joint organizations of trade 
unions and employers in connection with wages and 
conditions of employment) and on such subjects as may 
arise from the proceedings of the Regional Boards for 
Industry.” 

The full Council meets every two months. In addition 
an Emergency Committee of the Council meets as frequently 
as occasion requires to deal with urgent questions arising 
between full meetings of the Council. 

The Council is advisory in character and has no regular 
publications, but its recommendations are considered by 
Ministers and as necessary put into operation through the 
usual Government machinery. The Regional Boards for 
Industry, which advise Ministers and their Departments 
upon industrial conditions within their Region, are actively 
supporting the production and export drive campaigns. 
The executive work of the campaigns, including the publica- 
tion of leaflets and posters, is the responsibility of the 
Departments concerned. 





New Maximum Price Order 


A new Maximum Price Order for Utility Cloth and House- 
hold Textiles* was published on November 28 which brings 
into operation a new Related Schedule No. 6Ff for Utility 
Upholstery and Curtain Cloth, replacing Related Schedule 
No. 6E. 

In the new Schedule wholesalers’ and retailers’ over- 
riding maximum prices are set out for existing specifications, 
some of which have been increased and one reduced in price, 
and for one new curtain and one new upholstery cloth. 

The Order will come into force on Monday, December 2.

Miscellaneous Goods 


Order Amended 


HE Board of Trade have made an Order, the Miscel- 
laneous Goods (Prohibition of Manufacture and 
Supply) (No. 10) Order, 1946 (a), which amends the 
main Order (b) by removing the prohibition therein con- 
tained on the manufacture and supply of certain goods. 
These goods fall into two categories :-— 


(1) Those which remain controlled under other Orders :— 


(i) toys and indoor games comprising any rubber ; these 
may now be made by any person and supplied within 
the appropriate limits laid down by the Limitation of 
Supplies (Toys and Indoor Games) (No. 4) Order, 
1946 (c). 

(ii) articles consisting wholly or partly of pottery or other 
shaped and fired clay products; the manufacture 
and supply of such articles are still controlled under 
the Domestic Pottery (Manufacture and Supply) 
Order, 1945 (d). 


cutlery, spoons and forks made of certain precious 
or semi-precious materials; the manufacture and 
supply of these goods remain controlled under the 
Cutlery, Spoons and Forks (Control) Order, 1946 (e). 


(2) Those which are entirely freed from control and which 
may now be made and supplied without a licence by any 
person :— 

Illuminating glassware; tumblers and _ glasses; 
coffee percolators and parts thereof; glass mirrors; 
glass plates ; door knockers ; letter plates ; cutlery, 
spoons, forks, nail brushes, hair brushes and shaving 
brushes made wholly or partly of plastic material. 


(iii) 


Particular attention is drawn to paragraph (1) (ii) above. 
Traders are reminded that the manufacture and supply of 
the goods therein referred to are now controlled only under 
the Domestic Pottery (Manufacture and Supply) Order, 
1945 (d), and that these goods, e.g. flowers for brooches, may 
therefore not be manufactured, or supplied on the home 
market, without a licence under that Order. 


The first and second Schedules to the Miscellaneous 
Goods (Prohibition of Manufacture and Supply) (No. 10) 
Order, 1946 (a), which came into force on November 29, 
1946, set out the goods now controlled under the main 
Order (b).

which came into force on November 28, authorizing any 
trader to accept coupons when supplying rationed goods 


consigned to a retail customer at an _ address in 
Germany or Austria. The purpose of this modi- 
fication of the general provision that direct exports 
are coupon-free is particularly to enable certain 


British civilians in Germany and Austria who retain theif 
clothing books to use them to make purchases by post 
from the United Kingdom. 


Traders who wish to supply rationed goods coupon-free 
to persons in Germany or Austria should continue to 
apply for reimbursement of coupons to the Board of 
Trade, 152, Gloucester Terrace, London, W.2. No re- 
imbursement will normally be allowed in respect of exports 
to the families of members of the Forces in Germany 0 
Austria, or to members of the Control Commission, 0° 
their families, in Germany or Austria, since they will be 
expected to surrender coupons.

The index figure of 
food prices also remained unchanged, at 68 points above the 
level of July, 1914. 


Road Haulage and Hire 
Charges 


AVING regard to changed conditions since the 

Road Haulage and Hire (Charges) Order was made 

in 1942, the Minister of Transport has made an amend. 
ing Order. The Orders now provide that the charge made 
by any person for the carriage of goods on roads by motor 
goods vehicles or trailers, or for the hire of such vehicles, 
shall not exceed that which would have been fair and 
reasonable in July 1939, with the addition of a percentage 
reflecting increases in costs since that month; and that, 
in any decision by the Minister, a Regional Transport 
Commissioner, or other person acting on the Minister's 
behalf, upon an application for the revision of a charge, 
the appropriate percentage to be added shall, in the absence 
of proof to the contrary, be 55 per cent. 

The Road Haulage and Hire (Charges) Order, 1942, 
provided that the charge made by any person for the 
carriage of goods on roads by motor goods vehicles or 
trailers, or for the hire of such vehicles, should not exceed 
that which would have been fair and reasonable in October 
1940, with the addition of a percentage reflecting increases 
in costs since that month. The Order also provided that, 
upon an application for the revision of a charge, any 
question whether the charge conformed with these conditions 
should be decided by the Minister, or a Regional Transport 
Commissioner, or other person acting on the Minister's 
behalf, who should have power to direct the substitution 
of another charge; and that in any decision upon such an 
application the appropriate percentage to be added should, 
in the absence of proof to the contrary, be 74 per cent. 

The amending Order substitutes July 1939 for October 
1940, and substitutes 55 per cent. for 74 per cent. Under 
war conditions October 1940 was considered to be the most 
appropriate basic month, and it should be noted that 
there had been a substantial increase in road _ haulage 
costs and charges between July 1939 and October 1940. 
The 7} per cent. was intended to reflect increases in costs 
between October 1940, and the month in which the Order 
was made, February 1942. Under present conditions 
July 1939 is more appropriate as the basic month, and the 
55 per cent. is intended to reflect increases in costs during the 
whole period from that month to the present time. 

There is no question, however, of there being a fixed 
percentage to be added to pre-war charges in all cases. 
If a charge is not more than 55 per cent. above what wasa 
fair and reasonable charge in July 1939, any person wishing 
to challenge it has to prove that it is too high. If it is 
above that figure the onus of proof lies on the person 
making the charge. 





Control of Paper Order 


HE notice regarding the new Control of Paper Order, 

which appeared on page 1662 of last week’s issue of the 

Board of Trade Journal should have been numbered 
79 and not 70. The S. R. & O. number should have read 
1932 and not 932. For the convenience of readers the 
corrected paragraph is reprinted below :— 

The Board of Trade have issued the Control of Paper 
(No. 79) Order which came into force on November 25. 

The Order establishes revised maximum prices fo! 
esparto and esparto/straw papers and boards as set out in 
Section VIII of the Ist Schedule to the Control of Paper 
No. 63 Order. Revised prices are also given for cylinder 
dried coated papers in Section X of that Schedule and for 
ferro-prussiate papers in Section XXVI. The new prices 
apply only to paper which is first sold by the producers 
after the coming into force of the Order, and the maximum 
prices for those esparto and esparto/straw papers in the 
hands of merchants on the date when the Order came into 
foree remain unchanged. As from November 265 it will be 
necessary for producers to furnish invoices specifying the 
fibre furnish for the papers set out in Sections VIII and X ot 
the Schedule to which the new prices apply. Merchants 
are also required to furnish invoices and to state whether? 
or not the paper was sold by the producer befor 
November 25.

WEDNESDAY NOVEMBER 20 


Export of Goat Skins from Nigeria 

Asked what action had been taken by his department in 
consultation with the Colonial Office to restrict the export 
of goat-skins from Nigeria, the Secretary for Overseas Trade, 


Mr. Marquand, said that in view of the serious shortage of 


footwear and of upper leather for its production, the 
Nigerian authorities were informed that the Board of Trade 
were prepared to buy all Nigerian exportable goat-skins for 
the time being. The Nigerian authorities accordingly 
restricted the grant of export licences to the United Kingdom 
only, while discussions took place with the shippers. The 
Board were fully prepared to discuss the prices paid for 
Nigerian goat-skins from time to time with the Nigerian 
authorities with a view to ensuring a reasonable return to 
the producers of the skins. 


THURSDAY NOVEMBER 21 


Exports of Glass 

The President of the Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
stated that exports of glass and glassware of United King- 
dom manufacture during the six months ended October 1946 
amounted to £2,868,000; the principal countries to which 
exports were sent were the Union of South Africa, Australia, 
India, Canada and New Zealand. 


Production of Potash in Germany 

The President said that no potash produced in the British 
Zone of Germany was at present being exported. In 
common with other European countries, including Holland, 
we were due to receive a share of the exportable surplus of 
potash produced in the Eastern Zone of Germany, and we 
had now made the necessary arrangements with the Russian 
authorities.

Cotton Administrative Charges 

Asked what were the administrative charges involved in 
Government-controlled buying and selling of cotton; and 
whether these charges were fully covered in the selling price 
of cotton, the President said that current administrative 
charges were at the rate of about £160,000 a year. These 
costs were covered in the prices at which raw cotton was 
sold. 


Cotton Spinners’ Stocks 

The President said that cotton spinners’ stocks of cotton 
were about twelve weeks’ consumption compared with about 
six weeks before the war. The cost to the spinners of the 
additional stock may be about £7 millions. Following the 
destruction of Liverpool warehouses, spinners were asked to 
help i in alleviating the acute shortage of storage space by 
increasing their own stocks. Storage was still short, and it 


was hoped that they would continue to give their co- 
operation. 


MONDAY NOVEMBER 25 


Exports of Margarine 

Mr. Marquand stated that exports of margarine from this 
country amounted to 5,870 tons during the period January- 
October 1946, and to 339 tons in the month of October. 


Vacuum Flasks 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. Belcher, in a statement about the supply of vacuum 
flasks said that during the next three or four months 
there would be a severe fall in the production of these flasks, 
due to the need to recondition the plant which provides the 
industry with the blanks from which the glass linings are 
made. The Board of Trade had arranged for a quantity of 
blanks to be imported to relieve this situation, but it would 
still be necessary to restrict the scope of the permit scheme, 
which has since 1942 been voluntarily run by Thermos 
(1925) Ltd. in close co-operation with Government depart- 
ments, to ensure that essential needs for flasks had the first 
call on the very limited supplies available. 

The capacity of the vacuum flask industry was being 
substantially increased and several new firms were entering 
it. It was hoped that before the middle of next year pro- 
duction would be sufficient to satisfy the home market 
without the need for a permit scheme, and in addition to 
provide a substantial margin of flasks for export. 


Orders Revoked 

The President gave the numbers of Orders revoked by the 
Board of Trade during the past 15 months, the provisions 
of which have not been re-enacted, as 27. The reference

Porcelain Accessories 

Asked what efforts he was making to overcome the 
deficiencies prevailing in the small porcelain accessories 
indispensable to electrical installations, Mr. Wilmot said 
that every encouragement was being given to new firms 
to enter the industry and to established firms to expand 
their existing capacity. In addition four Royal Ordnance 
Factories had undertaken production. 


Production at Ordnance Factories 

Mr. Wilmot said that over nine hundred orders for 
civil goods had been placed with the Royal Ordnance 
Factories. These included hosiery machinery, cookers, 
ceramics, cupboards, taps, woodworking machinery, con- 
crete sections for houses, railway wagons, chemicals and 
medals. Delivery had not yet begun in all cases, 


TUESDAY NOVEMBER 26 


Circulation of Journal 

The President stated that the present circulation of the 
Board of Trade Journal was 14,000. This represented an 
increase of nearly 100 per cent. in the last 18 months. 


Woodworm in Utility Furniture 
Asked when he anticipated receiving the recommendations 
of the sub-committee set up by the British Furniture Many- 
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facturers’ Federated Associations to study the problem of 
woodworm in utility furniture and when the results of such 
recommendations would be made available to the trade, 
Mr. Marquand said that the Board of Trade had had several 
discussions with the British Furniture Manufacturers 
Federated Associations. The conclusion reached was that 
the only sure remedy was to prohibit the use of sapwood in 
the manufacture of Utility furniture. Further investiga- 
tion, however, suggested that it may not be necessary to cut 
out all the sapwood since it may be possible to identify 
those parts of it which are susceptible to attack and to 
eliminate those only. The Board of Trade were examining 
the possibility, before finally deciding what action should 
be taken. 


Exports of Underwear 

Asked about exports of men’s and women’s underwear, 
Mr. Marquand said the effect of the restriction on applica- 
tions for export licences for utility underwear which was 
imposed on July 14 had been to reduce licences for men’s 
and women’s underwear from a rate of approximately 
210,000 dozen per month to about 35,000 dozen a month. 
A further restriction on the approval of export licences for 
non-utility underwear meant that practically all production 
since July, amounting to some 700,000 dozen per month, 
would be coming on to the home market. The actual 
exports of underwear which were still running at the rate of 
240,000 dozen a month represented commitments on 
licences previously granted and were coming almost entirely 
out of pre-July production. 


Linseed Oil for Linoleum 

Mr. Marquand said that linseed oil allocations to using 
industries were determined by agreement between the 
Departments responsible for those industries. Owing to the 
continuing severe shortage of linseed oil and the many claims 
on our limited supplies, he saw no prospect of any increase 
being possible, in the early future, in the allocation of the 
linoleum industry. 


Regional Boards for Industry 

Asked what steps he was taking to give the widest 
publicity to the system and functions of the regional boards 
for industry operating under the national Production 
Advisory Council for Industry, Mr. Marquand said that the 
scope and functions of the Regional Boards for Industry 
were widely reported in the national Press when they were 
reconstituted in October 1945. Through the National 
Production Advisory Council on Indusiry, of which the 
Chairmen of all the Boards were members, both sides of 
industry at the national level were kept fully informed of the 
work of the Boards. 

In the Regions, there was continual direct communication 
between the Boards and large numbers of firms on such 
matters as the Production and Export Campaign, Salvage 
and Recovery, the National Savings Movement and Fuel 
Saving. Additionally, there were local Press reports, as 
necessary, on important questions with which the Boards 
had been concerned, and occasional broadcasts of the work 
of the Boards given by the Chairmen over the B.B.C. 
regional network. Both sides of industry were represented 
on the Boards and on the District Committees which the 
Boards had set up to assist them to keep in closer touch with 
industrial problems at District level. 

Further, there had been a wide circulation by the Boards 
and the District Committees of a reprint of an article 
explaining the work of the Boards which appeared in the 
Board of Trade Journal of July 6 last. 





Utility Household Textiles 


HE Board of Trade are issuing new Directions* 
coming into operation on December 9, which bring 
into force List No. 2 of Amendments and Additions 
to Schedule H.T. of Utility Non-Wool Household Textiles. 

Additions to Schedule H.T. include a new size in cotton 
pram pillowcases, six Lanceshire waste cotton sheets, 
two Northern Ireland union sheets, one Northern Ireland 
union pillowcase and one Northern Ireland union ticking, 
two Yorkshire linen sheets, two Yorkshire linen roller 
towels, and one Yorkshire linen tea towel.

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Changes in Export 
Licensing Control 


HE Export of Goods (Control) (Amendment) Order, 
1946, made by the Board of Trade on November 27, 
and operative as from December 9, 1946, makes 
certain changes in the export licensing control of exports, 
Items freed from export licensing control include Harris 
tweed, kapok, canes and rattans and certain types of 
fibre plugs, while such control is re-imposed on the export 
of certain hand and bench tools needed for the housing 
programme, etc. 
The goods affected by this Order are dealt with in detail 
below :— 
Additions :—

Group 9 :—The item ‘‘ Kapok ”’ has been deleted. 

Under the heading ‘‘ Wool and wool manufactures” 
the item relating to woven tissues has been amended to 
exclude Harris tweed to which is applied the registered 
trade mark of the Harris Tweed Association, Ltd. Such 
tweed will not therefore require an export licence in future. 

Fibre plugs for use with screws have also been removed 
from the Export Control List. 


Raw Materials Guide 


For all who are interested in the subject of raw materials 
generally, or in the acquisition, disposal or consumption 
of particular raw materials, much useful information may 
be derived from the Raw Materials Guide, of which a new 
edition has just been published (H.M. Stationery Office, 
ls. 6d. net). The first issue appeared in December 1942 
and was amended by way of supplements up to the end of 
1944, but the extensive nature of the changes which have 
since occurred made it desirable to undertake a complete 
revision. 

The main purposes of the Guide are to give a brief 
indication of the nature, origin and uses of the raw materials 
covered, to outline the procedure for obtaining supplies 
and for effecting imports and exports, and to provide a 
summary of the current Statutory Rules and Orders 
affecting them. All the commodities that fall within 
the province of the Raw Materials Department, Board 
of Trade or of the Metals Division, Ministry of Supply, 
are covered and the names and addresses of responsible 
departments, controls or agents included for the benefit 
of those who wish to make further enquiries in respect of 
any specific material. 


Utility Outerwear Prices 


The Board of Trade have issued the Utility Apparel 
(Maximum Prices and Charges) (No. 8) Order 1946 (a) 
coming into force on December 2, 1946. This Order brings 
into operation Related Schedule No. 1E (b) (Men’s, Youths’ 
and Boys’ Outerwear) and Supplement No. 1 (c) to Related 
Schedule No. 3D (Women’s and Maids’ Outerwear). 
These Related Schedules set out distributors’ prices for 
men’s and women’s garments, manufacturers’ prices for 
which were set out in the (Women’s and Maids’ Outerwear) 
(Amendment) Directions 1946 (d) and the Mens, Youths 
and Boys Outerwear (Amendment) Directions 1946 (e).

Between mid-1939 and mid-1945 recruitment for the 
Forces, partly offset by substantial new intake from the 
non-industrial sections of the population, reduced the 
numbers in industry by over 1,600,000. Owing to the 
retirement of large numbers of men and women added 
during the war, the reduction continued up to the end of 
1945, but since then the intake from demobilization has 
greatly exceeded net losses from other causes. Between 
mid-1945 and the end of September 1946, there was a net 
increase of 1,519,000 (men increased by 2,192,000, women 
decreased by 673,000). The numbers in industry at the 
end of September 1946, were about 112,000 below the 
numbers at mid-1939. This difference consisted of a 
decrease of 870,000 men, partly offset by an increase of 
758,000 in the number of women.

Between mid-1939 and mid-1943, the numbers employed 
on the manufacture of equipment and supplies for the 
Forces increased by 3,851,000.

Between mid-1939 and mid-1943 the numbers employed 
in this sector were reduced by about 4,650,000, or 28 per 
cent. There was an increase of 459,000 between mid-1943 
and mid-1945. There was a further increase of 4,819,000 
between mid-1945 and the end of September 1946, and at 
the latter date the number employed in this sector was 
628,000 greater than the number at mid-1939 (or about 
350,000 above the normal pre-war level).

Between mid-1939 and mid-1943, the numbers employed 
on manufactures for home market and export were reduced 
by 2,920,000 or 53 per cent. Between mid-1943, and 
mid-1945, there was an increase of 365,000. Between 
mid-1945 and the end of September 1946, there was a 
further increase of 3,325,000 and the total at the latter 
date was 770,000 above the number at mid-1939. 

The numbers employed on manufacture for export 
increased in the fifteen months mid-1945 to the end of 
September 1946, by 1,000,000, and at the end of September 
exceeded the mid-1939 figure by 420,000 (metals and 
chemicals + 450,000, other manufactures — 30,000). 

Employment on manufacture for the home market 
increased by 2,325,000 in the same period; at the end of 
September the total was 350,000 greater than at mid-1939. 
The deficiency is 516,000 in manufactures such as textiles, 
clothing, leather, wood, paper, etc., offset by an increase 
of 866,000 in the metal and chemical industries. 

The figures for non-manufacturing industries and 
services, which include the basic industries and services 
(agriculture, fishing, mining, utilities, transport, National 
and Local Government), building and civil engineering, the 
distributive trades, and other services (commerce and 
finance, personal and professional services, entertainment, 
catering, laundries and cleaning), are given in the following 
table :

In the basic industries and services taken as a whole 
there was a continuous net increase from mid-1939 and 
the numbers employed are now 848,000 greater than at 
mid-1939. 

In building and civil engineering there was a decrease 
of 588,000 between mid-1939 and mid-1945. In the 
fifteen months to the end of September 1946, there was 
an increase of 518,000, the total at that date being 70,000 
less than at mid-1939. 

In the distributive trades, the reduction between 
mid-1939 and mid-1945 amounted to 929,000. Between 
mid-1945 and the end of September 1946, there was an 
increase of 296,000, leaving the total in these trades 633,000 
less than at mid-1939. 

In the ‘‘ Other Services’ group there was a reduction 
between mid-1939 and mid-1945 of 627,000. Of this,

Debts due from Poland) 


T a meeting of the Anglo-Polish Section of the London. 

Chamber of Commerce held on November 20, it was 

agreed that the Section should act in a consultative 
capacity on bebalf of British creditors having recognized 
outstanding commercial debts due from Poland. An 
Executive Committee was appointed for the purpose of 
discussing with the appropriate United Kingdom authori- 
ties matters relating to such debts.

Parcel Post to India 


Serious delay is occuring in the clearance of goods sent by 
parcel post to India. This is primarily due to delay by 
importers in producing the necessary documents, i.¢., 
invoices, certificates of origin, import licences, etc., required 
by the Indian Customs authorities and has resulted in heavy 
accumulation of parcels at the various Posta] Customs depots 
in India. With a view to relieving the congestion, it is 
recommended that United Kingdom traders despatching 
goods by parcel post to India should, in their own interests, 
send by air mail, directly to the consignees in India, 
duplicates of all necessary documents, e.g., 

(a) clear customs declaration ; 

(b) certificate of origin; and 

(c) invoice showing separately values for each item 

enclosed in the parcel. 

The receipt of these duplicate documents prior to the 
arrival of the parcels in India will enable the consignees to 
facilitate Customs clearance. 

(NoTE.—I?t is desirable that where necessary any suppliers’ 
buying commission should be included in the cost of the articles 
noted in the customs declaration.)

The index *x number for ‘total imports rose sharply es six 
points (3 per cent.) between September and October, this 
compares with a rise of 4 points between August and 
September—both these increases being the largest since the 
end of the war. The index number for food, drink and 
tobacco was higher by 10 points (5 per cent.), about half the 
rise being due to the revaluation of the Canadian dollar 
last July. The index number for raw materials remained 
essentially unchanged but that for manufactured articles 
rose by a further 3 points (2 per cent.). 

Prices of United Kingdom exports were virtually un- 
changed, the only appreciable change being a rise of two 
points for metal goods, the same rise as has occurred in each 
month since July.

sion costs may now increase the percentage addition to 
those costs ; 

Woollen yarn commission spinners shall compute their 
maximum charges by adding 44 per cent. to their costs of 
conversion 3 

Commission weavers and menders who compute their 
maximum charges by reference to the cost of commission 
weaving and mending in June 1942 may increase from 
214 per cent to 35 per cent. the percentage addition to 
those costs ; 

The maximum permitted increase in the June 1942 
cost of performing certain miscellaneous services in 
relation to wool yarn or wool cloth is now increased 
from 15 per cent to 26 per cent of such costs. 

The definition of ‘‘woven wool cloth’’ is amended to cover 
cloth for officers’ uniforms but to exclude cloth for garments 
intended for export. 

This Order, which amends the Wool Yarn and Wool 

Cloth (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1944 (S. R. & 0. 
1944 No. 1307), will be known as The Wool Yarn and Wool 
Cloth (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1246 (S. RB. 
& O. 1946 No. 1955).

Second Sale at Newbury 


A second sale of American surplus stores will be held by 
the Ministry of Supply at Newbury Racecourse between 
December 3 and 5, when 30,000 tobacco pipes, 3,000 tobacco 
pouches, 400 ice boxes, 30,000 gallons of paint and a mobile 
laundry will be auctioned. 

The October sale, which was the first of a series intended 
to clear the Newbury depot of American stores, realized 
73,000. One of the conditions of sale is that the goods may 
not be exported to the United States. 

The mobile laundry, which has travelled Britain washing 
clothes for Army units, has twenty-six trailer units, and 
will be sold complete. Eight of the trailers carry electric 
washing machines. Equipment carried by the others 
includes water tanks, airspeed driers and a machine for 
treating river water before use in the laundry. 

Other goods to come under the hammer will include 
50,000 folding cardboard boxes, 900 two-wheel sack trucks, 
50,000 gas masks, 45,000 rolls of toilet paper, 1,500 tons of 
pierced steel planking for temporary road surfaces, fifteen 
electric washing machines, about sixty step ladders 
large quantities of chloride of lime in seven lb. tins, roller 
conveyor and stands, immersion type water heaters, 
together with tools, axes, shovels and various industrial 
and engineering equipment, 

The sale will begin each day at 11 a.m. The auctioneers 
expect. to dispose of most of the lots at the rate of about 
tighty an hour.

A Market for United Kingdom Goods 


in Colombia 


The following article his been written for the Board of Trade Journal by His Majesty’s First Secretary 


(Commercial) at Bogota. 


The Export Promotion Department, 35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.A, 


will be pleased to answer any questions arising out of this article. 


OLOMBIA is primarily an agricultural country, 

nearly three-quarters of the total working population 

being engaged in agricultural] or pastoral production. 
The mining industry, more particularly the mineral-oil 
industry, has, however, in recent years become increasingly 
important to Colombia’s economy. In the decade before 
the war coffee, bananas, mineral oil and gold together 
accounted for about 95 per cent., by value, of Colombia’s 
exports. Colombia ranks second only to Brazil as pro- 
ducer and exporter of coffee, and in Latin America third 
to Venezuela and Mexico in the production of petroleum. 

Important crops produced mainly for local consumption 
are cocoa, sugar, cotton, tobacco and rice; a wide range 
of tropical fruits is grown in the coastal plains; wheat, 
barley and corn are cultivated in the Andean regions. 

Despite a certain increase in local production (par- 
ticularly of sugar) resulting from the imposition of high 
tariff duties on the import of staple foodstuffs, Colombia 
was in 1939 still largely dependent upon imports to meet 
local requirements: coffee and bananas were the only 
commodities in which she was self-sufficient. 

The United Kingdom was the principal market for 
Colombia’s export of bananas up to 1932, since when 
the United States has occupied this position, though in 
1938 and 1939 Germany and the Netherlands between 
them took 40 per cent. Shortly before the war the planta- 
tions were affected by disease and exports declined 
sharply. 


Leading Industries 


Production of cotton, both long and short staple, 
amounted in 1939 to 4,270 metric tons; it was partly 
because of the expansion of the domestic textile industry’s 
production in the years before the war that local cotton 
growers were able to meet only about half Colombia’s 
needs. ‘Tobacco is cultivated mainly in the Department 
of Santander; nearly 5,000 metric tons were exported in 
1938, almost entirely to Germany. The greater part of 
Colombia’s tobacco is now used for domestic production. 

Cattle-raising has long been one of Colombia’s principal 
industries, but production of livestock and meat is barely 
sufficient to meet local needs, and there is a considerable 
import of live cattle from Venezuela. The industry’s 
only export of importance was hides, the value of which 
in 1939 was nearly £500,000, mostly to Germany. 

Forests cover a large part of the country, offering a 
wide variety of timber resources. These include oak, 
pine, cedar, walnut, mahogany, rubber, balata, balsam, 
vanilla, gum copal and dividivi. Another forest product 
exported is tagua, or vegetable ivory, used in the manu- 
facture of high-grade buttons. The development of 
Colombia’s forest resources, like that of her pastoral 
industry, has been held back by lack of communication. 

Colombia has extensive mineral resources, the most 
important being petroleum, gold and platinum. Supplies 
of coal and salt are sufficient for domestic needs. Other 
minerals found are silver, copper, emeralds, antimony, 
mercury, mica, lead, beryllium, sulphur and iron; most 
of these had in 1939 scarcely been exploited. Before 
the war production of crude oil averaged about 20 million 
barrels annually, of which the greater part was exported. 
In 1939 exports of crude oil amounted to 19-4 million 
barrels, which accounted for 18 per cent. by value of 
Colombia’s total exports in that year. 

The production of gold showed a steady increase before 
the war, rising from 247,000 ounces in 1932, to 570,000 
ounces in 1939. Exports of bullion during the same 
period increased from 142,000 ounces, worth $ (U.S.A.) 
5 million, to 537,000 ounces, worth $ (U.S.A.) 23-1 million. 


Except in 1933 and 1934, when shipments went to the 
United Kingdom, all exports of Colombian gold (i.e., 
bullion) went to the U.S.A. 

Colombia was one of the principal producers of platinum, 
though exports declined somewhat in the years immediately 
before the war. During the war it became the sixth most 
important export. 

Steps were taken shortly before the war to develop 
large iron ore deposits, the first iron and steel concern 
‘* Empresa Siderurgica Colombiana,” S.A., being estab- 
lished at Medellin in August 1938. 


Consumer Goods 


Colombia’s manufacturing industries had been con- 
siderably developed in the years just before the war. 
Production consisted principally of consumer goods, such 
as textiles, cigars and cigarettes, beer, wine and other 
beverages, sugar, chocolates, flour, edible oils and fats, 
leather goods, soap, cement, matches, glass, and toilet 
and pharmaceutical products. Industries also established 
just before the war produce rayon fabrics, canned fruits 
and fish, lard, paper and cardboard. In value of production 
the cotton textile industry, centred in Medellin, is by 
far the most important. In 1939 there were some fifteen 
cotton mills equipped with about 60,000 spindles and 
2,500 looms; there was one knitting mill which also 
produced thread. There were two woollen mills. The 
range of the textile industry is in the main confined to 
the more modest requirements of the home market. 

Next in importance to the textile industry are the 
tobacco and brewing industries, and those producing 
wines and spirits and flour. 

Domestic production. although considerably developed 
is far from satisfying local need, and large quantities of 
raw materials which could be supplied locally continue to 
be imported for use by Colombian industry. 

As & foreign trading nation’ Colombia ranked seventh 
among the Republics of Latin America before the war, 
and fifth among the countries of South America. In 
1938 exports (including gold) valued at 163 million pesos 
(91 million dollars) were 5 per cent. of the value of the 
20 Latin American republics combined. Imports in the 
same year amounted to 159 million pesos (89 million 
dollars), or 6 per cent. of the aggregate Latin American 
imports, or more than 7 per cent. of the total South 
American imports. 

Following the outbreak of war in 1939 and particularly 
after the entry of the United States the foreign trade of 
Colombia fluctuated considerably. In 1940 the value 
of exports declined somewhat, but thereafter rose sharply, 
chiefly because of the rising price of coffee. By 1943 
exports by value were 14 per cent. larger than in 1939. 
On the other hand, due to the world supply situation, 
imports fell steadily, and by 1943 were nearly 25 per 
cent. down. The export balance rose proportionately 
and, together with a great increase in the dollar exchange 
held by Colombia, contributed to a general rise in domestic 
prices. 

During the war the Western Hemisphere and par- 
ticularly the United States occupied an_ increasingly 
important position as a market for Colombian products 
and the European market declined. By 1942 the latter 
was limited to the United Kingdom, Switzerland and 
Sweden, which together took less than 1 per cent. of total 
exports. Of the rest 84 per cent. went to the United States 
and 5 per cent. to Canada, and in all 99 per cent. to the 
Western Hemisphere. 

The war brought about a considerable expansion of 
Colombian industries, progress being most marked in the

textile and cement industries. Output of cotton and 
woollen cloth in 1943 was five times greater than in 1936 
and there was a marked improvement in the quality of the 
goods produced. The local chemical and pharmaceutical] 
industries also expanded and there was a considerably 
increased output of toilet preparations. 

But the increased purchasing power of the country 
may be expected to lead to an increased demand for better 
quality imported goods and broadly the nature of imports 
in this post-war period must, therefore, remain not greatly 
different from that before the war, when a wide variety 
of manufactured goods (finished and semi-finished) com- 
posed the bulk of the import trade, together with food 
and agricultural products of which little was available in 
Colombia. 


U.K. Share of Trade 


The United Kingdom share of Colombian import trade 
in 1939 was about 10 per cent., mainly textiles, machinery, 
chemicals and drugs, whisky, metals, vehicles and paper 
products. With the elimination of German and Japanese 
competition the demand for certain classes of goods from 
the United Kingdom should increase, and the bulk of the 
high class and luxury import trade, particularly in textiles, 
has traditionally been supplied by the United Kingdom. 
Once supply conditions permit the United Kingdom should 
therefore be able to find a ready market, and a large 
demand for many good quality products. 

It was confidently anticipated in Colombia that as 
soon as the war ended there would be a tremendous flood 
of imports. Actually, nothing of the sort has happened, 
Shipping difficulties and labour troubles in supplying 
countries prevented the expected flood of imports and 
communications within Colombia itself also became more 
difficult, owing mainly to lack of tyres, and to a persistent 
drought in the Magdalena Valley. Consequently, the ports 
became congested, Colombia’s industrial development was 
impeded, and the capital and other cities in the interior 
found themselves suffering from shortages they had not 
experienced during the war. Prices reacted accordingly, 
and the cost of living rose sharply and continues to do so. 

Import licences for all classes of merchandise are being 
granted at the rate of about one million U.S. dollars’ 
worth per day, but so far the foreign goods are slow in 
arriving. The replenishment of capital equipment will 
probably require a sum much greater than the present 
available reserves (estimated at about 180 million U.S. 
dollars) and the Government is wisely instituting severe 
controls to ensure the husbanding of the country’s re- 
sources and to reduce the volume of licences for foreign 
consumer goods. United Kingdom exporters, however, 
may have confidence in the fact that, once an import 
licence is granted, the provision of foreign exchange to 
pay for the goods is assured. 

United Kingdom goods are appreciated as much as ever 
in Colombia, but the ery there as elsewhere is ‘‘ How can 
we get them ? When will they begin to arrive in sufficient 
quantities ?”’ The answer, of course, lies partly in the 
supply position in the United Kingdom, and partly in 
the availability of sea transport, which is rapidly improving. 


Licensing Restrictions 


All imports of merchandise into Colombia (including 
imports by parcel post and air) are subject to prior licences 
issued by the Office of Control of Exchange, Imports 
and Exports. By a recent Resolution the validity of 
import licences issued on and after May 1, 1946, was 
reduced from one year to six months and this period 
cannot be extended. The issue of licences is closely 
linked with the amount of foreign exchange available. 
The import licence must show the port of unloading. 

No restriction is placed on the issue of licences for 
goods scheduled in a preferential group which embraces 
inter alia industrial and agricultural machinery and all 
kinds of transport equipment. Other goods are classified 
into priority groups for the allocation of exchange. ‘Thus 
raw materials for industry, building materials and medi- 
cines are given preference over consumer goods of similar 
type to those manufactured locally, while luxury goods 
come further down the scale of priority. 

A scale of guarantee deposits has been instituted which 
the importer must file with the Office of Exchange Control 
at the time the respective import licences are obtained. 
For goods in the preferential group, a deposit of only 
2 per cent. of the value of the licence is required. For 
goods in the next highest order of priority the rate is fixed 
at 5 per cent. while for all other goods the rate is 10 per 
cent. 
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Heavy Increase in Southern Rhodesia’s 
Import Trade 


OMPARED with June commodity imports into the 

Colony in July showed an increase of more than 

26 per cent., the figures being £1,528,500 and £1,927,574 
respectively, states the Department of Statistics, Salisbury. 
Exports, too, at £2,114,651 maintained the very high 
level of the two preceding months in each of which total 
exports (excluding specie) were in excess of £2,000,000. 

In the first seven months of the current year imports 
were valued at £10,651,567, the corresponding figure in 
1945 being £6,727,243, a rise of over 58 per cent. In the 
same periods exports (including re-exports but excluding 
specie) were up in value by more than 22 per cent., the 
comparable figures being £11,600,517 this year and 
£9,472,252 in 1945. 

Only two classes of imports, Class Ia.b.c. (animals, etc.) 
and Class X (wood, cane and articles of) failed to contribute 
to the inereased value of the merchandise imported into 
the Colony in July as compared with the previous month, 
and in each case the decrease was of a minor nature, Class 
la.b.c. falling from £17,001 to £16,888 and Class X from 
£68,353 to £62,903. 

The largest increases in value recorded in July over the 
previous month were in Class V (metals and manufactures 
of) which went up to £574,556 from £438,829 and Class Id 
(foodstuffs), imports of which were valued at £184,501 in 
July and £97,276 in June. 

Second in value amongst the Colony’s imports Class TV 
(fibres, yarns, textiles, etc.) was valued at £460,560 in July 
as compared with £413,717 in the previous month. All 
other classes of imports showed increased values in July 
as compared with June, some of them fairly substantial. 

In the first seven months of the year values in all classes 
of imports were considerably above the comparable figures 
for 1945. Class V (metals and manufactures of) rose by 
nearly £1,200,000 to £2,574,305, Class IV (fibres, yarns 
and textiles, ete.) was worth £2,142,195 this year and 
£1,664,779 last year and Class Id (foodstuffs) at £1,031,845 
was almost twice the 1945 figure of £531,597. 


Export Trade 


While it was still the most valuable commodity exported 
in July, its seasonal value explains the very substanfial 
fall recorded in the exports of Class III (tobacco) to 
£767,483 from £1,453,031 in June. 

In the first seven months of this year, however, total 
exports of tobacco were more than £1,300,000 above the 
corresponding period of last year, the figures being 
£3,429,056 and £2,091,347 respectively. Class V exports 
(metals and manufactures of) in July were valued at 
£546,581 as compared with £518,785 in June, but up to the 
end of July of the current year such exports, at £3,794,482, 
were not so high as the £3,875,454 recorded in the same 
period in 1945. 

Third in order of importance amongst the Colony’s 
exports Class VI (minerals, earthenware and glassware) 
was worth £299,973 in July, a substantial increase over the 
June figure of £221,404 and again in the first seven months 
of this year the total value of this class of exports, £1,413,560 
compared very favourably with the comparable 1945 figure 
of £1,340,574. 

Although Class Id exports (foodstuffs) fell slightly to 
£149,700 in July from £157,074 in June such exports for 
the seven months ending in July were considerably above 
the value recorded in the same period of last year, the figures 
being £892,832 and £721,233 respectively. Class [IV exports 
(fibres, yarns, textiles, etc.) rose to £136,775 in July from 
£115,127 in June and in the first seven months of the 
year were worth £756,822, a very substantial increase over 
the 1945 figure of £516,513. 

Lesser fluctuations were recorded in the July values of 
the other Classes of exports when compared with the 
previous months, but in all cases values were higher up to 
the end of July this year than in the comparable period of 
1945. 

Leading Exports: Unmanufactured tobacco, although 
of a seasonal nature, was still the Colony’s most valuable 
single export in July, being valued at £742,697 as compared 
with £1,432,467 in June. In the first seven months of 
the year such exports at £3,240,986 were very substantially 
above the corresponding figure of £1,938,246 in 1945. 


There was little difference in the July exports of gold 
as compared with June,in both cases the figures being 
just short of £411,000. Exports up to the end of July, 
£2,814,258, were, however, slightly ahead of last year’s 
comparable figure of £2,812,536. 

Raw asbestos, the Colony’s third most important export, 
was worth £215,647 in July, a very considerable increase 
over the £149,612 exported in the previous month, and in 
the first seven months of the year the value of exported 
asbestos, at nearly £1,000,000, was over £100,000 greater 
than in the corresponding period of last year. 

Iixports of chrome ore, valued at £60,728 in July did not 
quite reach the June figure of £62,147 and up to the end of 
July in the current year such exports, no longer stimulated 
by war conditions, were considerably below what they were 
last year the figures £397,065 and £526,067 re- 
spectively. 


being 


There was little difference in the July exports of fresh 
or frozen meats when compared with June (July, £26,754, 
June, £22,838), but there was a slight increase in the total 
value (up to the end of July) this year, £152,484, when 
compared with last year’s figure of £143,087. Preserved 
meats, however, were up considerably in the first seven 
months of this year,being valued at £164,401, the comparable 
1945 figure being £99,514. 

Another of the Colony’s products the export value of 
which continues to rise is groundnut oil which brought 
in £185,291 up to the end of July this year and £81,462 in 
the same period of 1945. 


Direction of Trade 


Although imports from the United Kingdom, chief sup- 
plier of the Colony’s markets, valued at £3,824,660 (to the 
end of July) were considerably in excess of the £2,487,129 
imported in 1945, in both years these figures represented 
about 36 per cent. of the total. 

The Union of South Africa sent merchandise worth 
£3,003,391 this year and £1,876,112 in 1945, a considerable 
increase in value, although in each case about 28 per cent. 
of all imports. The United States supplied merchandise 
worth £1,421,770 this year or just over 13 per cent. of the 
total and £958,691, over 14 per cent., last year. 

Imports from Canada were considerably in excess of last 
year, rising from £283,495 to £498,710. 

About 77 per cent. of all the Colony’s imports in 1946 
came from British Countries and about 23 per cent. from 
foreign countries. Last year the figures were 78 per cent. 
British, 22 per cent. foreign. 

Exports of domestic produce to British countries amounted 
to £8,191,860 during the period January-July 1946, or 
about 81 per cent. of total exports, as against £7,109,919 
or nearly 85 per cent. in the same period in 1945. As 
usual the United Kingdom was the principal customer 
and took £5,295,794 or over 52 per cent. of the domestic 
products in the first seven months of this year as compared 
with £4,798,782 or over 57 per cent. last year. 

Exports to the Union of South Africa rose from £642,219 
last year (to the end of July) to £1,104,941 in the current 
year. The Colony’s third most important customer, 
Northern Rhodesia took £044,054 this year and £822,246 
in 1945. 

Exports to foreign countries increased from £1,287,336 
in the period January-July 1945, to £1,928,903 in the same 
period of 1946 with the United States remaining the 
principal foreign customer. Owing to increased shipments 
of tobacco to Egypt the value of exports to that country 
rose from £160,752 in the first seven months of 1945 to 
£265,888 in the same period of this year. 


Re-exports 


Chiefly as a result of the rise in the value of the re-exports 
to Northern Rhodesia from £697,313 last year to £894,617 
this year (in the period January-July) the total value of the 
Colony’s re-export trade at £1,479,754 this year was 
substantially greater than the £1,074,997 in 1945, 
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New Zealand Export Figures for 
1945-46 


HE record total of New Zealand exports for a June 
year, established in 1944-45, was eclipsed in the 
year ended in June 1946, when the aggregate value of 
all exports amounted to £/0,673,856, an increase of 

3,750,883, states the Census and Statistics Department, 
Wellington. This record was achieved despite the fact 
that re-exports, i.e., exports of commodities that had 
previously been imported, fell from £6,096,130 in 1944-45 
to £1,865,803 in 1945-46. 

When New Zealand produce only is taken into account, 
the value for the latest year was £88,808,053, as compared 
with £80,826,843 in 1944-45. It should be noted, however, 
that wool was almost entirely responsible for the increase, 
the value of this commodity exported in 1945-46 being 
£20,650,026, as compared with £9,123,513 in 1944-45. 
During the war years considerable stocks of wool were 
accumulated in New Zealand, but with the cessation of 
hostilities these stocks have now commenced to move 
towards the world’s markets. 

Owing to drought conditions during the latter portion of 
the 1945-46 season, dairy production was on a much lower 
level than in the previous year; consequently, the exports 
of butter and cheese were on a reduced scale, the difference 
in the case of the former amounting to £2,002,281 and in 
the latter to £1,364,354. 

Exports of lamb and mutton in 1945-46 were also less 
than in 1944-45, but beef and pork showed substantial 
increases. 

The following figures are of interest and afford a com- 
parison of external trading for the past five June years :—

Chief Exports

(£660,200); milk and cream, preserved, condensed, 
£406,754 (£184,220); frozen beef, £2,255,115 (£286,318) ; 
frozen lamb, £12,573,110 (£14,577,700); frozen mutton, 
£2,369,515 (£3,272,283); frozen pork, £880,841 (£218,134) ; 
frozen veal, £270,828 (£295,360); other frozen meats,

Southern Rhodesian Tobacco Crop 


The Colony’s exports of Virginia tobacco in August 
amounted to 7,967,877 lb. of which only 13,801 lb. was 
fire-cured and the remainder, 7,954,076 lb., was flue-cured, 
states the Department of Statistics, Salisbury. The 
United Kingdom took 4,355,570 Ib. of the flue-cured and 
11,605 lb. of the fire-cured tobacco. In the first 5 months 
of the tobacco season ending in August, almost 60 per 
cent. (13,619,272 lb.) of all flue-cured tobacco and more 
than 56 per cent. of all fire-cured tobacco (115,390 Ib.) 
went to the United Kingdom, and just over 11 per cent. 
of the flue-cured (2,571,239 lb.) to the Union of South Africa. 
In the first five months of the season ending in August, 
Turkish tobacco exports have amounted to 958,300 Ib. 
of which 475,009 Ib., just less than half, were taken by the 
United States. 
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Canada’s Expanding Import Trade 


MPORTS into Canada for the first eight months of the 
current calendar year are higher than for any comparable 
period in the history of the Dominion, states ‘‘Commercial 
Intelligence Journal’’ published by the Department of 
Trade and Commerce, Ottawa. The increase over corres- 
ponding figures for 1945 is attributed in large measure 
to heavier imports from the United States and Latin 
American countries. If returned Canadian military 
equipment is excluded, practically no change has taken 
place with respect to imports from the United Kingdom. 
The value of imports during the period under review, 
amounting to $1,204-7 million, reflects the continuing 
high level of demand in Canada, together with the increasing 
availability of foreign goods and shipping facilities. 


With seventy-five per cent. of August imports originating 
in the United States, the increasing price levels in that 
country may have offset the saving to Canadians from an 
appreciation in the value of the Canadian dollar. Alterna- 
tively, however, the advance in import values may be due 
in whole or in part to larger shipment of commodities. 
For purposes of comparison, it may be noted that imports 
during the first eight months of 1945 were valued at 
$1,065-5 million, and for the full calendar year 1939 at 
$751-0 million. 


Imports for consumption in August were valued at 
$163-2 million, which represents the second highest 
monthly figure in Canadian history, the peak figure of 
$164-2 million having been reached in May of this year. 
An inerease of $1-6 million over the total for the month 
of July is shown, and an advance of $35-1 million over 
imports for August, 1945. 


Considered geographically, imports from the United 
States were valued at $864-0 million during the first eight 
months of this year, compared with $818-4 million in the 
corresponding period last year. An increase of $10-6 
million is recorded in imports during August from the 
United States over those for July, and one of $26-3 million 
over those for August 1945. Increases are widely distri- 
buted, and follow the normal pattern, involving such 
items as: Cotton and its products, farm implements and 
machinery, other machinery, passenger automobiles, coal, 
and petroleum and its products. 


Import Trade 


There is a decline of $7-4 million in imports from the 
United Kingdom, compared with the value for July 1946. 
This is entirely due to a decrease, from $9-8 million to 
$2°3 million, in the value of Canadian military equipment 
shipped back to Canada. Little change was noted in the 
value of normal shipments from the United Kingdom to 
this country from July totals. An increase of $3-9 million 
is reeorded over imports for August 1945, of which $1-8 
million represent heavier shipments of Canadian military 
equipment. The increase of normal imports is, therefore, 
only $2-1 million. 


’ 


‘* Other Empire ’’ countries contributed more extensively 
to the import totals for the month under review, an increase 
of 84-1 million having been recorded over the corres- 
ponding total for last year. This is attributed in large 
measure to an increase in imports from the Straits Settle- 
ments of $1°3 million, consisting principally of crude 


rubber; of $1-:2 million from the British West Indies, 
consisting mainly of sugar; and of $1-0 million from 


Nigeria, consisting for the most part of cocoa beans. 


Foreign Sources. ‘Trade with ‘‘ Non-Empire ”’ countries, 
other than the United States, declined from $17:°8 jmillion 
in July 1946, to $12-0 million during August. This 
decrease was noted principally in purchases from Switzer- 
land, Brazil, Venezuela and Cuba. Variations from month 
to month in imports from countries other than the United 
States and Great Britain should not be considered of any 
great significance, as the governing factor is usually the 
arrival date of a particular ship. In other words, the flow 
of imports from most countries is spasmodic, and the trend 
may be interpreted more accurately by making use of 
cumulative figures for several months.

The following significant trends are noted in com paring 
the value of imports during the first cight months of this year 
with those for the corresponding period of 1945 : 

(a) Imports from the United States were up by $35-6 
million, which is slightly more than 4 per cent. 


*}) No appreciable change has taken place with respect 
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to shipments from the United Kingdom to Canada. While 
the statistical record lists an increase of $58-2 million, 


this is accounted for by an increase of $58-3 million in 
Canadian military equipment, which was returned to this 
country. 

(c) Substantial increases in the value of imports from the 
following countries for the first eight months of 1946, as 
compared with imports for the corresponding period last 
year.

Indian Crop Conditions 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statis- 
tics, Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for 
the weeks ending on the dates given: 

Madras, October 26.—Rainfall is heavy to moderate. 
The sowing and transplantation of paddy drycrops is 


proceeding and standing crops are generally fair. The 
harvesting of paddy is progressing. 

Bihar, October 28.—Rainfall is moderate to heavy. 
On the whole standing crops are fair. 

Orissa, October 28.—Rainfall is light to moderate. The 


harvesting of autumn paddy is progressing. Standing crops, 
including late winter paddy, sugar cane and tobacco are 
generally thriving. 

Punjab, October 28.—The weather is dry. Rain is badly 
needed in the Mianwali district. The condition of the 
expected yield of standing crops is generally average to 
good on irrigated areas and under average to average on 
unirrigated areas. 

Central Provinces and Borar, October 26.—The weather 
is clear. Standing kharifs on light soils in the Wardha 
district are withering owing to the continued dry weather, 
otherwise standing kharifs are fairly satisfactory. The 
harvesting of paddy all over the province is progressing. 
Cotton picking has started. 

Bengal, October 30.—The weather is seasonable. 
ing crops are generally favourable. 

Bombay, November 1.—It has not rained. The condition 
of the crop is fairly satisfactory. Cotton picking has 
commenced. 

Madras, November 2.—Rainfall is very heavy in Chingle- 
put and South Arcot, heavy in Tanjore, and moderate in 
other districts. The sowing and transplantation of paddy 
drycrops is proceeding. Standing crops, in general, are fair. 

Assam, November 4.—The weather is generally season- 
able. Prospects for the outturn of crops are fair to good, 
except in the flooded area of Nowgong. 

Bihar, November 11.—Rainfall is moderate in Chatrapur, 
and light in Puri and Karaput. The harvesting of early 
winter paddy and autumn paddy is progressing. Standing 
crops, including sugarcane, paddy and tobacco are, in 
general, thriving. 

Punjab, November 11.—The weather is dry. The ex- 
pected yield is unchanged. The sowing of spring crops 
is progressing. 

Assam, November 11.—The weather is 
Prospects for the outturn of crops are unchanged. 

Central Provinces and Berar, November 2.—As a result 
of prolonged drought, standing kharifs on light soils in 
the Wardha and Amraoti districts have been affected in 
varying degrees.

New Import Licensing Regulations: The Board of Trade 
understand that revised import licensing regulations 
were announced in China on November 17 covering the 
whole field of importation (with the exception of personal 
gifts and samples). Full details are not yet available in 
London and further information is being sought from H.M. 
Commercial Counsellor. United Kingdom exporters will 
wish to have the following information in the meanwhile :— 

(a) the issue of an import licence will carry with it the 

right to the necessary foreign exchange. 

(b) Schedules of permitted and prohibited imports have 

been drawn up, but details have not been received. 

(c) Import Licences will be required for goods already 

ordered but not cleared through the Chinese Customs 
before November 17 (except goods for Hong Kong 
shipped on or before November 20). Such licences 
will only be granted on condition that 

(1) Where goods are financed under a letter of credit 
this will have been opened before November 17. 
The date of the letter of credit must be certified by 
the appointed Bank on the application form and 
this must be submitted within two weeks from 
November 19. 

(2) Unless otherwise approved by the Chinese Import 
Licensing Board goods financed under bills for 
collection are shipped within seven days from 
November 19 (or three days if shipped from Hong 
Kong); and 

(3) Goods shipped on consignment must have been 
afloat on November 17. 

Regulations governing exports remain unchanged.
